YEAR 1971 



1. MEETINGS. 



The Board met on four occasions during the year, 
viz. on 16 April, 18 June, 27 August and 12 Novem- 
ber, 1971. 



2. STAFF. 



During 1971 the staff position showed a slight 
improvement in comparison with the previous year. 
At tho beginning of the year there were ten vacan- 
cies in 36 professional posts. It was necessary to 
appoint new persons to seven of the fourteen posi- 
tions of Regional Librarian. At the end of the year 
there was only one vacant post of Regional Libra- 
rian. It was still found necessary to appoint a few 
unqualified persons in positions where full library 
qualifications were required.

3. BESLUITE VAN DIE RAAD. 

3.1 Diens aan groter stede. 

aanleiding van ’n aanbeveling van die Raad 
van Advies het die Administrateur-in-Uitvoerende 
Komitee die volgende wysiging in die Regulasies 
goedgekeur: 

„Regulasie 10(2); Onderworpe aan die voorwaar- 
des in subregulasies (3) tot en mec (9) vervat, 
kan die organisator boeke uitleen aan ’n openbare 
biblicteek onder die beheer van *n plaaslike 
bestuur wat nie ’n Grootstadsraad is nie.” 

Die implikasie van die wysiging is dat daar nie 
meer ’n beperking volgens bevolking gestel word 
waarvolgens ’n plaaslike owerheid van die diens 
uitgesluit word nie. Die bepaling wat ’n plaaslike 
owerheid tans van die diens uitsluit, is di6 van 
„Grootstadsraad”. 



3.2 Diens aan kleiner plaaslike owerhede. 

Die Raad het aanbeveel, en die aanbeveling is 
goedgekeur, dat die hulptoelae aan plaaslike besture 
met ’n bevolking van 2 000 en minder verhoog word 
van 20 na 40 sent per kop van die bevolking. Hier- 
die toegewing is slegs van toepassing op daardie 
gevalle waar *n biblioteekgebou volgens die vereiste 
standaard opgerig is. 



3.3 Aanbevellngs van die Direkteur na aanleiding 
van sy oorsese studiereis. 

Die Uitvoerende Komitee het die verslag wat die 
Direkteur na sy oorsese studiereis voorgelG het na 
die Raad vir oorweging en aanbeveling verwys. Die 
Raad het ’n Komitee benoem wat alle aanbevelings 
decglik oorweeg het. Met die uitsondering van 
een aanbeveling wat gewysig is, het die Raad die 
aanbevelings onderskryf. As gevolg daarvan dat die 
Staatsdienskommissie die skepping van nuwe poste 
tydelik bevries het, het die Uitvoerende Komitee 
besluit dat al sodanige aanbevelings vir ’n tydperk 
van een jaar agterwee gehou word. Hierdie besluit 
het die verwesenliking van die ander aanbevelings 
geaffekteer en daar kon beswaarlik uitvoering aan 
die aanbevelings gegee word. Nieteenstaande hier- 
die probleem is ’n begin gemaak niet die volgende 
ondersoeke: 



3.3.1 ’n Ondersoek na die finansiele en ander impli- 
kasies indien die drie Grootstadsrade se biblio- 
tike by di€ van die Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens 
geaffilieer word indien aldus verkies; 



3.3.2 ’n Ondersoek na die doel van die openbare 
biblioteek; 



3.3.3 *n Ondersoek na die moontlikheid van same- 
werking tussen die Provinsiale Biblioteek en 
die Skoolbiblioteekdiens van die Transvaalse 
Onderwysdepartement. 



3. RESOLUTIONS OF THE BOARD, 

3.1 Service to larger towns. 

As a result of a recommendation of the Advisory 
Board the Administrator-in-Executive Committee 
approved an amendment to the Regulations, as 
follows: 

“Regulation 10(2): Subject to the conditions 
contained in subregulations (3) to (9) inclusive, 
the organiser may lend books to a library con- 
trolled by a local authority which is not a City 
Council.” 

The implication of this amendment is that a local 
authority may no longer be excluded from the Ser- 
vice because its population has exceeded a stipulated 
figure. The factor for excluding a local authority 
from the service is now that it has achieved the 
status of “City Council”. 



3.2 Service to smaller local authorities. 

The Board recommended, and this recommenda- 
tion was approved, that a grant-in-aid to a local 
authority with a population of fewer than 2 000 
white inhabitants, be increased from 20 cents per 
head of population to 40 cents per head. This 
privilege applies only to those places where library 
buildings have been erected in conformity with the 
required standards. 



3.3 Recommendations of the Director arising out of 
his oversea study-tour. 

The Executive Committee referred the Report of 
the Director on his oversea study-tour to the Advi- 
sory Board for its consideration and recommenda- 
tions. The Board appointed a committee which 
thoroughly investigated the recommendations con- 
tained in the repv^t. With one exception, which 
was amended, the Board resolved that the recom- 
mendations be upheld. Because the Public Service 
Commission had temporarily frozen the creation of 
new positions, the Executive Committee decideu 
that consideration of all recommendations involving 
new positions be held over for one year. This 
resolution affected many recommendations and 
therefore very few could h e implemented. In spite 
of this problem, the following investigations were 
commenced: 



3.3.1 An investigation into the financial and other 
implications which would be involved should 
those public libraries of City Councils which 
desired to do so, affiliate with the Provincial 
Library Service; 

3.3,2-An investigation into the purpose of the public 
library; 



3.3.3 An investigation into the possibility of.co-ope' 
ration between the Provincial Library and the 
School Library Service of the Transvaal Educa- 
tion Department; 
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3 3.4 Ondersoek is ingestel na meganisasie as gevolg 
waarvan die Uitvoerende Komitee goedkeuring 
verleen het dat die Streekbiblioteke deur mid- 
del van *n teleksstelsel met die hoofkantoor 
van die diens verbind word. Ondersoek word 
nog ingestel na die moontlikheid om die kata- 
logus op die rekenaar te plaas. 



3.4 Die Uitvoerende Komitee het ’n vorige besluit 
in verband met die minimum standaardgrootte vir 
biblioteekgeboue herbevestig. v Hierbenewens is 
gelyktydig besluit dat meer aandag geskenk word 
aan die voorsiening van vloerruimte vir uitbreidings- 
dienste.

Die Boekekomitee het vier keer gedurer.de die 
jaar vergader op dieselfde datums as die Raad, soos 
hierbo genoem. Die aanbevelings van die Komitee 
oor die aanwinste tot die voorraad is deur die Raad 
goedgektur. Hierdie Komitee het ook aanbevelings 
aan die Raad gemaak in verband met die aankoop 
beleid van die Biblioteekdiens wat deur die Raad 
aanvaar is. Op aanbeveling van hierdie komitee 
word tans aandag geskenk aan die moontlike invloed 
wat televisie op die open bare biblioteek mag uit- 
oefen. 

5. GEAFFILIEERDE OPENBARE BIBLIOTEKE. 

5.1 Huisvesting. 

*n Aanvang is gemaak met die oprigting van nuwe 
biblioteekgeboue volgens die vereiste standaarde op 
Chrissiesmeer, Hendrina, Trichardt, Carletonville, 
Duiwelskloof en Lichtenburg. Die volgende munisi- 
paliteite is besig met die beplanning van nuwe 
biblioteekgeboue: Amsterdam, Benoni, Groblersdal, 
Krugersdorp en Randburg. 

5.2 Finansie5. 

*n Bedrag van R780 060 is gedurende die jaar 
deur plaaslike owerhede aan hulle biblioteke bestee. 
Hierdie bedrag is *n venneerdering van Rill 660 
op di6 van die vorige jaar. *n Verdere bedrag van 
R288 765 is in die vorm van kapitaje uitgawe bestee. 
Die salariSring van personeel het met R127 213, of 
dertig persent, vermeerder tot R541817. 

6. BIBLIOTEEK DEPOTS. 

Gedurende die jaar het die aantal depots wat 
bedien is, verminder van 434 tot 401. Negentien 
is ingelyf by die biblioteekdienste van die munisi- 
palitcite binne die grense waarvan hulle geled is. 



3.3.4 An investigation into mechanizing whereby the 
Regional libraries would be conne* ed with the 
Central Organization by moans of Telex was 
made. The system was approved by the 
Executive Committee. Investigations are stiil 
being carried out regarding computerising the 
catalogue. 



3.4 The Executive Committee re-affirmed one of 
the previous resolutions in connection with mini- 
mum standards for the sizes of public library build- 
ings. At the same time it was resolved that more 
attention should be paid in public library planning 
to the provision of the necessary floor area for 
extension services. 

4. BOOK COMMITTEE.

The Book Committee met on four occasions during 
the year on the same dates as the Board, as shown 
above. The recommendations of the Committee 
regarding accessions to the stock were approved by 
the Board. The Committee also made various 
recommendations regarding policy in purchasing; 
these were adopted by the Board. On the recom- 
mendation of this Committee, the question of the 
influence that television may possibly have on the 
public libraries, is being studied. 



q. AFFILIATED PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 

5.1 Accommodation. 

Work has commenced on the erection of new 
public library buildings which will conform with 
the required standards, at Carletonville, Duiwels- 
kloof, Hendrina, Lake Chrissie and Lichtenburg. 
The following municipalities are engaged in plan- 
ning new library buildings: Amsterdam, Benoni, 
Gioblersdal, Krugersdorp and Randburg. 

5.2 Finance. 

An amount of R780 060 was spent on public 
libraries by local authorities affiliated with the 
service. This amount reflects an increase of 
Rill 660 over the previous year. A further amount 
of R288 765 was spent on capital works. Remune- 
ration of personnel increased by R127 213, or thirty 
per cent, to R541 817. 

6. LIBRARY DEPOTS. 

The number of depots served was reduced from 
434 to 401 during the year. Nineteen were incor- 
porated with the library services of the municipali- 
ties in which they were situated. Four — Groot 



Vier — Groot Maries, Komatipoort, Malelane en 
Ottoshoop — se gradering is van ’n „Biblioteek- 
depot” verhoog na di6 van „Openbare Biblioteke”. 
Die res is gesluit as gevolg van plaaslike omstandig- 
hede, byvoorbeeld die verantwoordelike liggaam is 
ontbind of vrywillige bibliotekarisse kon nie gevind 
word nie. 

Sewentien nuwe depots is gestig. 



7, DIENS AAN NIE-BLANKES. 

Die Biblioteekdiens aan die Nie-Blankes is nie 
geduronde die jaar uitgebrei nie. Teen die einde 
van die jaar het die KoGrdinerende Komitee vir 
Biblioteekdienste aan Nie-Blankes sy eerste vergade- 
ring gehou. Dit is die taak van hierdie komitee 
om die Sentrale Regering te adviseer oor die ver- 
wesenliking van die aanbevelings vervat in die Jnter- 
Departementele Komitoe se verslag. Die installing 
van ’n volwaardige diens word in die afsienbare 
toekoms verwag. 



7.1 Bantoe Biblioteekdiens. 

Volgens die statistieke het die ledetal vanaf 43 487 
tot 40392 verminder. Daar was egter ’n styging in i 
die sirkulasie van boeke van 317 778 tot 321 320. ! 

’n Tota'd van 74 biblioteeksentrums is gedurende 
die jaar bedien. 



7.2 Diens aan Kleurlinge en Aslate. 

Die uitbreiding van hierdie diens is ook onder- 
hewig aan die aanbevelings van die bigenoemde 
Koordinerende Komitee. Daar was ’n opflikkering 
in die diens met die ledetal wat van 792 tot 1426 
en die sirkulasie • van boeke wat van 11319 tot 
19 233 vermeerder het. 



8. museumdiens. 

Aangesien die eerste Raad van Advies insake die 
Transvaalse Provinsiale Museumdiens met sy werk- 
saamhede gedurende 1971 ’n aanvang gemaak het, 
sal daardie Raad sy eie verslag oor die museum- 
diens uitbring.

Marico, Komatipoort, Malelane and Ottoshoop — 
were upgraded in status from “Library Depot” to 
“Public Library”. Others were closed because of 
local circumstances, for example: The responsible 
body had been dissolved; or, a voluntary librarian 
could not be found. 



Seventeen new depots were established. 



7. SERVICE TO NON-WHITES 

The service to non-Whites was not extended 
during the year. The Co-ordinating Committee for 
Library Services to non-Whites held its first meeting 
towards the end of the year. The function of this 
committee is to advise the Central Government 
regarding implementing the recommendations con- 
tained in the reoort of the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee. 

It is expected that it will be possible to establish 
a soundly based service within the foreseeable 
future. 

7,1 Bantu Library Service. 

According to the statistics the membership of 
this service decreased from 43 487 to 40 392. There 
was, however, an increase in the circulation of books 
from 317 778 to 321320. 74 Library centres were 

served during the year. 



7.2 Service to Coloured:; and Indians. 

The expansion of this service also, is subject to 
the recommendations of the Co-ordinating Commit- 
tee mentioned above. A glimmer of interest in the 
service was shown during the year, with member- 
ship increasing from 792 to 1 426, and the circula- 
tion of books increasing from 11319 to 19 233. 



8. MUSEUM SERVICE. 

The first Transvaal Museum Service Advisory 
Board was appointed during 1971. The activities 
of this Boird will be described in its own reprrt.

BIBLIOTEEKDIENS AAN BLANKES 



1. ALGEMEEN. 

1.1 Personeel. 

Soos reeds aangetoon, was daar minder personeel- 
veranderings gedurende die jaar. Solank dit hoof- 
saaklik dames is wat hulle vir die beroep kwalifi- 
seer, kan ‘n redelike groot omset in personeel ver- 
wag word. Dit bring mee dat die diens nie oor 
personeel met ervaring beskik nie. Die gevolg is 
dat dit uiters moeilik is om ’n diens in diepte te 
lewer. 



1.2 Lcdetal en sirkulasie van boeke. 

Die ledetal het met 17 098 toegeneem; 305 8 08 
persone was aan die einde van die jaar lede van 
biblioteeksentrums. Hierdie aantal lede is bykans 
vyftig persent van die totale bevolking wat bedien 
kan word. Daar was f n toename van 608337 in 
die sirkulasie van boeke. Die totale aantal boeke 
geleen vanaf biblioteeksentrums het 8 295391 be- 
loop. Dit is opmerklik dat die grootste toename in 
sirkulasie van boeke by die stedelike biblioteek- 
sentrums voorkom. 



1.3 Strcekbiblioteekgeboue. 

Die nuwe streekbiblioteekgebou op Standerton is 
gedurende November 1971 betrek. *n Tender vir 
die oprigting van ’n soortgelyke gebou op Lyden- 
burg is aanvaar. Die voorlopige werksaamhede 
vir die oprigting van n gebou op Tzaneen is afge- 
handel en daar kan verwag word dat tenders vroeg 
in 1972 ingewin sal word. 



1.4 Boekwaens. 

Om die vloot boekwaens in stand te hou word 
jaarlikstwee boekwaens aangekoop. Gedurende die 
■jaar is twee nuwe boekwaens, gebou op Mercedes- 
Renzonderstelle, ontvangs geneem. 



2. SENTRALE ORGANISASIE. 

2.1 Boekkeuriug. 

Gedurende die jaar is 21 160 boeke deur die boek- 
handel aan die diens voorgelO. Uit ’n gcmiddelde 
getal van 1 763 boeke per maand, was 1 085 boeke 
duplikate. Die Seksie het maandeliks 693 titels 
behandel met die oog op aankope. 

’n Paar Suid-Afrikaanse publiknsies het gedurende 
die jaar verskyn wat vermelding in hierdie verslag 
verdien: 



LIBRARY SERVICE FOR WHITES 



1. GENERAL. 

1.1 Staff. 

As indicated in Section A of this report there 
were fewer staff changes in 1971 than there were 
in 1970. 

It is inevitable in the library profession, which 
recruits many more women than men to professional 
positions, that there should be a large turn-over in 
personnel. The consequence is that the service 
does not retain many experienced librarians. It is 
therefore difficult to maintain a service of the 
desired nature or advanced standard. 



L2 Membership and circulation of books. 

Membership increased by 17 098 bringing the total 
membership of library centres to 305 808 at the end 
of the year. This figure represents almost fifty 
per cent of the total population which is eligible 
for service. There was an increase of 608 337 in 
the circulation of books. The total circulation of 
books from library centres was 8 295 391. The 
greatest increases in circulation of books occurred 
at library centres situated within urban areas. 



1.3 Regional library buildings. 

The new Regional Library building at Standerton 
was occupied in November, 1971. A tender for the 
erection of a similar building at Lydenburg has 
been accepted. Preliminary arrangements for the 
erection of a building at Tzaneen have now been 
completed; it is expected that tenders for its erection 
will be invited early in 1972. 



1.4 Bookvans. 

In order to keep the fleet of bookvans up to stan- 
dard it has been necessary to purchase two new 
bookvans a year. During 1971 the two new vans 
were built upon Mercedes-Benz chasses. 



2. CENTRAL ORGANIZATION. 

2.1 Book Selection. 

During the year 21 160 books were offered on 
approval by the book-trade. Of the average number 
of 1 763 offered per month, 1 085 proved to be, 
duplicates. The section examined for purchase 
693 titles per month.

That there were marked increases in the prices 
of books during the year is another matter causing 
concern. It is accepted that increases in wages 
and prices of material conforms with the same 
pattern. 

The amount of funds which have been made 
available for the purchase of books has had to be 
increased by almost one hundred per cent over 
the relatively short period of four years. It is 
evident that a time may arrive when this library 
authority will not have sufficient additional funds 
to purchase all the books it requires. 

Cooperation between the Library Service and the 
book-trade is vitally necessary. The task of the 
book-trade, as far as the Library Service is con- 
cerned, is not only to provide it with books on 
approval. Cooperation within the book-trade is 
also necessary. The fact that as high a proportion 
as sixty per cent of the books submitted on approval 
were duplicates is an indication of the necessity 
for co-operation within the book-trade. 



2.2 Central Reference Library — Inter Library Loan 
Section. 

The Transvaal Provincial Library Service lent 379 
books under the Inter Library Loan Service to other 
libraries and institutions in 1971, and borrowed 
1 315 in return. 

Ten bocks were lent to the State Library, Pre- 
toria, from which 44 were borrowed.

2.3 Kursus in biblioteekkunde.

2.3 Course In Library Science. 

The course for 1971 was held in Pretoria during 
the period 15 to 19 February.

Regional Librarians of the Provincial Library 
attended various lectures. 

After a period of three years it is clearly evident 
that these courses fulfil a need. Even qualified 
librarians have stated that these courses are of great 
value to them, especially regarding their practical 
aspects. 

3. NATIONAL DRAMA LIBRARY. 

It was decided in 1969 that the drama section of 
the Transvaal Provincial Library would be trans- 
ferred, on a permanent loan basis to the National 
Drama Library in Bloemfontein. Drama and play- 
reading societies affiliated with the Transvaal Pro- 
vincial Library would be registered as members of 
the National Drama Library. For this service the 
Provincial Administration would assist the National 
Drama Library with a grant-in-aid. 

The service was made operative in 1970.

4. OUDIOVISUELE DIENSTE. 

4.1 Kunsafdrukke. 

Die voorraad kunsafdrukke is met 1 304 stukke 
aangevul tot 'n totaal van 6 575 aan die einde van 
1971. 

303 Werke van Suid-Afrikaanse kunstenaars is 
aangekoop waaronder 139 grafiese werke van Hen- 
drik Pierneef.

4.2 Fonoplate.

4. AUDIO-VISUAL SERVICES. 

4.1 Art prints. 

The stock of art prints was increased by 1 304, 
bringing the total stock to 6 575 at the end of the 
year. 303 of the new accessions were prints of the 
works of South African artists of which 139 were 
etchings by Hendrik Pierneef. 

At the end of the year there were 5 108 art prints 
in circulation at library centres. 2 922 prints were 
lent to library members. 



4.2 Phonodiscs. 

3 433 Phonodiscs were added to the stock, increas- 
ing the total stock at the end of the year to 8 858. 
A basic collection has now been built up allowing 
accessions during the year to include some lighter 
works. A collection of speech records covering 
drama, poetry, etc., is being assembled. Some 
foreign language courses have been acquired. 

Public libraries issued 12 567 phonodiscs to mem- 
bers for use at home. 



4.3 Films. 

Public and regional libraries may borrow films 
directly frcm the Audio-Visual Service, provided 
they have been registered as members. 77 Films 
were borrowed through the Central Organization. 
Public libraries held 230 filmshows during the year. 
The Provincial Library purchased six films for its 
own stock. In 1970 preference was given to films 
relating to music and art, but in 1971 a variety of 
subjects was covered. 
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4.4 Tydskrifte en koerante. 

Biblioteke wat vir addisionele dienste in aan- 
merking kom, ontvang Suid-Afrikaanse en buite- 
landae koerante en tydskrifte volgens hulle eie 
keuse, uit ’n goedgekeurde lys. Die aantal koerante 
en tydskrifte waarop ’n biblioteek geregtig is, word 
bereken volgens die dorp se blanke bevolking.

Libraries which qualify for additional services, 
receive South African and overseas newspapers 
and periodicals of their own choice, selected from 
a list approved by the Director. 

The number of newspapers and periodicals which 
a library is entitled to receive is in proportion to 
the white population of the locality. 

5. BOOK EXHIBITIONS. 

The number of book exhibitions displayed during 
the year increased from 455 to 531. These exhibi- 
tions are usually organized by the Librarians of 
public libraries, with assistance from regional 
library staff and the art-technician of the Central 
Organization. A large variety of subjects is covered 
as indicated in the reports of the Regional Libraries. 

6. PUBLIC LIBRARY BUILDINGS. 

6.1 The number of public libraries which conform 
with the standard building requirements increased 
from 30 to 33 during the year.

7. TRANSYAALSE RAAD VIR U1TVOERENDE 
KUNSTE.

6.2 Group activities. 

In 1971 43 lectures on cultural subjects were 
delivered in public libraries; there were 133 meet- 
ings of book-discussion groups. 56 Play-readings for 
adults were held and 320 “story-hours” were 
arranged for children. 

7. PERFORMING ARTS COUNCIL, TRANSVAAL. 

From 25 October to 27 November, 1971 the 
P.A.C.T. Library programme was offered at 30 
villages. The programme was entitled “Gratis Mon- 
sters”, and consisted of excerpts from well-known 
works of Afrikaans and English literature. The 
performance of the four P.A.C.T. players was of a 
consistently high standard. Although the attendance 
at a few villages was not as great as could be 
desired, the total number of persons attending was 
3 074.

’n Verandering van Streekbibliotekaresses het 
plaasgevind en die pos van Drywer/Klerk was twee* 
maal vakant. Nietemin het werksaamhede normaal- 
weg voortgegaan. 

Gedurende die jaar het Chrissiesmeer begin met 
die oprigting van ’n biblioteekgebou volgens stan- 
daardvereistes en die gebou sal na verwagting vroeg 
in 1972 betrek word. Dit sal die aantal standaard- 
biblioteke in hierdie Streek op vier te staan bring. 
As gevolg van die vergroting van Bethal se biblio- 
teekgebou gedurende 1970 kon ’n aantal nuwe rakke 
vanjaar aangebring en die kinderafdeling uitgebrei 
word. 

Die Streek beskik tans oor ’n voorraad van 164 643 
boeke waarvan 95 560 boeke op bruikleen is by die 
elf openbare biblioteke en 20 depots wat bedien 
word. Die biblioteeksentrums het 193 besoeke ont- 
vang en daar is 25 879 boeke aan hulle uitgereik. 
Drie nuwe biblioteekdepots is gedurende die jaar 
geopen. 

Voorraadopnames is by elf depots gedoen. Ver- 
liese is reeds in aie meeste gevalle vergoed en die 
voorraadopnames afgehandel. 

Vier*en-lwintig boekuitstallings is gehou oor 
onderwerpe soos „Bantoekuns”, „Fotografie”, 
„Sterrekunde”, „Stokperdjies”, ft Opera en Ballet H 
en „Japan”. Uitstallings is ook tydens ’n Afri- 
kaanse Taalfees, Republiekfees, Heldedagfees, 
Geloftefees en Kersfees gehou. 

Drie dorpe in die Streek het die voorreg gehad 
om die TRUK-biblioteekopvoering te sien, nl. Bethal, 
Piet Retief en Volksrust. 

Storie-ure vir die kinders is vanjaar ook weer 
by die Ermelose en Piet Retiefse Openbare Biblio- 
teke aangebied en bly gewild. 

Die belangstelling in die oudiovisuele liulp- 
middels neem steeds toe by die openbare biblioteke 
in die Streek. Die sirkulasie van kunsafdrukke het 
vermeerder van 57 in 1970 tot 132 in 1971, en di6 
van fonoplate van 193 in 1970 tot 371 in 1971. By 
die Piet Retiefse Openbare Biblioteek het die sir- 
kulasie van fonoplate byna verdubbel. 

Pogings is aangewend om die publiek bewus te 
maak dat die biblioteek nie slegs ’n bron van ligte 
ontspanningslektuur is nie, maar ’n plek vir die ver- 
kryging van inligting oor ’n verskeidenheid onder- 
werpe. Die sirkulasie van vakliteratuur het dan 
ook aansienlik gestyg. ’n Eksperiment wat interes- 
sante resultate opgelewer het, is by die Ermelose 
Openbare Biblioteek uitgevoer. Aan die begin van 
Junie is ’n addisionele lenerskaart waarop slegs vak- 
literatuur geleen kan word, aan biblioteeklede toe- 
gestaan. Die sirkulasie van vakliteratuur het in 
die geval van die kinders vervierdubbel en in die 
geval van die volwassenes byna verdubbel. Spesiale 
aanvrae wat ontvang en voorsien is, is meer as 
dubbeld di6 van verltde jaar. Dis verblydend om 
te sien hoe gretig studente van die biblioteek 



There was a change in the post of regional libra- 
rian. The post of driver/clerk was vacant on two 
occasions. In spite of this, activities continued in a 
normal way. 

During the year the erection of a library iiluing 
with standard specifications was started at Lake 
Cbr;ssie. This library will begin functioning early 
in 1972. The Region will then have four standard 
libraries. The extension of the library building of 
Bethal during 1970 made it possible to install more 
shelves. The children’s section was also enlarged. 



The Region has 164 643 books in stock. 95 560 of 
these are in circulation in the eleven public libraries 
and 20 depots which the Regional Library serves. 
Library centres were visited on 193 occasions; 
25 879 books were issued to them. Three new 
library depots were opened during the year. 



Stocktakings were carried out at eleven depots. 
Losses were made good in most cases. 

Twenty four book displays were held. Subjects 
covered were: Bantu Art, Photography, Astronomy, 
Hobbies, Opera and Ballet and Japan. Exhibitions 
were also held during the “Afrikaanse Taalfees”, 
the Republican Festival, Heroes Day Festival, The 
Day of the Covenant Festival and Christmas. 
P.A.C.T. libary performances were held at Bethal, 
Piet Retief and Volksrust. 

Story-hours for children were held at the public 
libraries of Piet Retief and Ermelo. These proved 
to be very popular. 



Interest in audio visual services is increasing. The 
number of art prints circulated increased from 57 
in 1970 to 132 in 1971, and phonodiscs from 193 
in 1970 to 371 in 1971. The circulation of phono- 
discs at Piet Retief Public Library nearly doubled. 



Attempts were made to induce the public to 
realize that the library exists not only for light 
reading, but is also the place where useful informa- 
tion on a variety of subjects may be obtained. The 
circulation of non-fiction books increased consider- 
ably. 



An experiment, with interesting results, was 
started at the Ermelo Public Library. In the begin- 
ning of June additional borrower’s cards against 
which only non-fiction books could be borrowed, 
were issued to members. The circulation of non- 
fiction increased four fold in the children’s section; 
non-fiction circulation in the adult’s section was 
doubled. Special requests received and supplied 
were more than double the number of the previous 
year. It is gratifying to notice how students make 
use of the library in obtaining facts for their studies. 
The public library at Bethal was especially busy

DIE GERMISTONSE STREEKBIBLIOTEEK 

1971 neem 'n aanvang met ’n algemene verandc- 
ring in personeel. Die pos van Streekbibliotekaresse 
en die twee Klcrklike-Assistente is gepas gevul. Hier* 
na was daar stabiliteit wat personeel aanbetref. 

Gedurende Januarie is die 3rakpanse Openbare 
Biblioteek met die Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens 
geaffilieer. Twee depots is gesluit aangesien hule 
binne die munisipale grense van Germiston val en 
voortaan deur die Stadsbiblioteek bedien sal word. 
Een depot is gestig by Daleside. Die totale aantal 
openbare biblioteke en depots deur hierdie streek 
bedien, kom dus op 8 en 18 onderskeidelik te staan. 



GERMISTON REGIONAL LIBRARY 

1971 started with a general turnover in staff. The 
post of regional librarian and the two clerical assist* 
ants posts were suitably filled. Thereafter, the 
personnel position was stable. 

During January the Public Library of Brakpan 
affiliated with the Provincial Library Service. Two 
depots were closed, being incorporated with the 
library service of the municipality of Germiston. 
A depot was established at Daleside. This brings 
the total number of public libraries being served by 
the Regional Library to 8, and the depots to 18. 
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Gedurende die jaar is 229 besoeke aan biblioteek* 
sentra gebring en 58 673 boeke is uitgereik. Voor- 
raadopnames is by 10 depots afgehandel. 

Van die 2 116 spesiale aanvare van lesers ontvang, 
kon 1 974 voorsien word. 

Alhoewel nie een van die openbare biblioteke wat 
deur hierdie streek bedien word* kwalifiseer vir 
addisionele dienste nie, is 110 kunsafdrukke aan 
openbare biblioteke uitgereik. 

Om die lees van vakliteratuur aan te moedig, is 
baie aandag gegee aan boekuitstallings. Dertig 
boek uitstallings is by verskillende openbare biblio- 
teke gehou. Onderwerpe soos die volgende het aan-. 
dag geniet: , .Apollo”, ,,’n Nuweling” en ..Avontuur- 
volle seereise”. 

Die kinderafdeling van die Vereenigingse Open- 
bare Biblioteek was baie bedrywig in die reeling 
van storie-uurtjies, kompetisies en uitstappies. 



During the year 229 visits were paid tu library 
centres and 58 673 books were issued. Stock- 
takings wore completed at 10 depots. 

1 974 of the 2 116 special requests made by 
readers were supplied. 

Although none of the libraries served by this 
region qualifies for the additional services, 110 art 
prints were issued to public libraries. 

To stimulate the reading of non fiction, attention 
was given to book exhibitions. Thirty exhibitions 
were held on subjects like “Apollo”, "The Newly 
Born” and “Adventurous Sea Trips”. 

The Public Library of Vereeniging paid special 
attention to the children’s library in organising 
story-hours, competitions and excursions.

DIE KLERKSDORPSE STREEKBKBLIOTEEK 



KLERKSDORP REGIONAL LIBRARY 



By die streekbiblioteek self was daar geen ver- 
andering van personeel nie. By die openbare biblio- 
teek van Schweizer-Reneke is *n nuwe bibliotekaresse 
aangestel, terwyl die depotbibliotekaresses van drie 
depots verander het. 

Drie openbare biblioteke, naamlik Leeudorings- 
stad, Makwassie en Schweizer-Reneke beskik oor 
fasiliteite vir addisionele dienste. Slegs Leeu* 
doringsstad het *n groepaktiwiteitskamer wat die 
biblioteek laat kwalifiseer het vir die uitbreidings- 
dienste insluitende die gebruik van ’n film pro jektor. 

Die gebruik van die addisionele dienste het wel 
toegeneem, alhoewel slegs Schweizer-Reneke se 
Openbare Biblioteek meer as 100% verbeterde sir* 
kulasiesyfers ten opsigte hiervan kon toon. Dit 
kan veral toegeskryf word aan die geslaagde toe- 
paslike boekuitstallings, byvoorbeeld oor beroemde 
komponiste en hulle werke. 

Die belangstelling in filmaande het daadwerklik 
toegeneem, veral ten opsigte van films oor ver- 
dowingsmiddels wat vertoon is op Leeudoringsstad 
en Makwassie. Die films is verder toegelig deur 
praatjies gelewer deur mev. Cecilia Bekker, van 
die Bekkerkliniek vir Verslaafdes op Klerksdorp. 

Alhoewel die boekwa dikwels defektief was gedu- 
rende die jaar, is daar nogtans 142 besoeke daarmee 
gebring en met die paneelwa 68 wat die totale aan* 
tal besoeke op 210 te staan bring. Gedurende die 
jaar is daar 22 691 boeke uitgereik en 15 543 terug- 
ontvang. 

Twee depots moes gesluit word en een depot is 
gestig by die Rob Ferreira-Kruitbad, Christiana. 

Gedurende die loop van die jaarjs daar 17 voor* 
raadopnames gedoen waarvan 7 finaal afgehandel 
is. By die 17 sentra is vasgestel dat daar altesaam 
213 boeke verlore is, waarvan 125 intussen terug* 
gevind is. 

Verskeie boekuitstallings is by die onderskeie 
sentra gehou met temas soos byvoorbeeld Malawi; 
Nuwe aanwinste; Geologie; Boesmankuns. 

Van die 1747 spesiale aanvrae wat ontvang is, 
is 1 420 voorsien en 394 gekanselleer. 

Deur die loop van die juar is daar 107 fonoplate 
en 56 kunsafdrukke aan die openbare biblioteke van 
Schweizer-Reneke, Leeudoi ingsstad en Makwassie 
uitgereik. 

Tans word 12 openbare biblioteke en 21 depots 
bedisn. 



There were no changes of personnel at the 
Regional Library. A new librarian was appointed 
at the Schweizer-Reneke Public Library. There 
were changes of librarian at three depots. 

Three public libraries, Leeudoringsstad, Makwas- 
sie and Schweizer-Reneke, have facilities for 
additional services. Only Leeudoringsstad has a 
group activities room. This qualified the library for 
additional services, including the use of a film 
projector. 

The use of additional services increased generally, 
but only the Schweizer-Reneke Public Library could 
show a more than 100% better circulation in this 
respect. This may be attributed to successful book 
exhibitions, for instance: “Famous composers and 
their works”. 

Interest in films has increased, especially for 
films on narcotics such as were shown at Leeu- 
doringsstad and Makwassie. These films were 
explained by Mrs. Cecilia Bekker, of the Bekker 
Clinic for Addicts, at Klerksdorp. 

Although the book-van was frequently defective 
during the year, centres were visited on 142 occa- 
sions. With the panel van the visits numbered 
68. Thus the total is 210. 

During the year 22 691 books were issued and 
15 543 returned. 



Two depots were closed down and one established 
at the Rob Ferreira Mineral Bath, Christiana. 

During the year 17 stocktakings were carried out 
and seven completed. At the 17 centres it was 
ascertained that 213 books were missing, of which 
125 were later recovered. 

Several book exhibitions were held at library 
centres. Subjects were Malawi, New Accessions, 
Geology, Bushman Art, etc. 

Of 1747 special requests received, 1 420 were 
supplied and 394 excelled. 

During the year 107 phonodiscs and 56 art prints 
were issued to the public libraries of Schweizer- 
Reneke, Leeudoringsstad and Makwassie. 

Twelve public libraries and twenty-one depots 
were served by the Regional Library.

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DIE KRUGERSDORPSE STREEKBIBMOTEEK 



KRUGERSDORP REGIONAL LIBRARY 



Die pos van Streekbibliotekaris is op 4 Januarie 
gevul, maar op 22 Februarie is die bibliotekarls na 
Piclersburgstreek verpiaas. Mej. Prinsloo het 
onmiddellik oorgennem. Die ander drie poste is 
teen die einde van Maart permanent gevul en geen 
vcrwisseling van personeel het daarna plaasgevind 
nie. 



Gedurende die jaar is 275 besueke aan biblioteek- 
sentrums gebring, 178 met die boekwa en 97 met die 
stasiewa. Daarna is 28 449 boeke aan openbare 
bibiloteke en 11 899 boeke aan depots uitgereik 
tydensdie besoeke. 



Diespesiale aanvraagdiens hetbaie aandag geniet. 
Daar is 1 512 aanvrae voorsien en 388 gekanselleer. 
Slegs 142 aanvrae het onvoorsien gebly, ma?r sal 
hopelik gedurende 1972 voorsien word. 



Gedurende die jaar moes drie depots gesluit word, 
twee as gevolg van geen belangstelling van lede en 
bibliotekaresses nie en een as gevolg van die ver- 
plasing van die inwoners wat tydelik by die werks- 
gebied woonagtig was. Daar is egter vier nuwe 
depots gestig by dievolgende plekke: Nooitgedacht, 
Vreysrust, Muldersdrift en Scandinaviabrug. 



Baie aandag is die jaar aan boekuitstallings gegee. 
Daar was 142 boekuitstallings gehou in vergelyking 
met 39 gedurende die vorige jaar. Die volgende is 
*n paar voorbeelde: „Wat kan ek doen, Mamma?”, 
„Uit ouma se huis", „Prestasies op mediese en 
chirurgiese gebied" en „Bak en brou in die kom- 
buis". 



Die sirkulasie van fonoplate en kunsafdrukke het 
aansienlik vermeerder. In vergelyking met die 19 
kunsafdrukke en 266 fonoplate wat gedurende 1970 
gesirkuleer is by die 2 openbare bibiloteke, is daar 
gedurende 1971 95 kunsafdrukke en 637 fonoplate 
gesirkuleer. Die twee bibliotekaresses het werklik 
moeite gedoen om die diens bekend te stel. 



Aan die filmdiens is ook baie aandag gegee. Daar 
is gedurende die jaar 24 filmvertonings gehou, waar- 
van 16 by die Westonariase Openbare Biblioteek en 
8 deur die streekbiblioteek by verskillende biblio- 
teeksentrums in die streek. Onderwerpe verteen- 
woordig is onder andere „Die Vrou”, „Reis deur die 
wGreld" „Musiek", ..Dwelmmiddels" en „Loopbane’\ 



The vacant post of regional librarian aws filled on 
the 4th January but on the 22nd February the in- 
cumbent was transferred to Piefersburg. Miss 
Prinsloo then took over. The other three posts 
were filled permanently during March and since 
then there have been no personnel changes. 



During the year, 275 visits were paid to library 
centres: 17S with the book-van and 97 with the 
station wagon. 28 449 books were issued to public 
libraries, and 11 899 books to depots during these 
visits. 



Of 1 900 special requests for books, 1512 were 
supplied and 388 cancelled. Only 142 requests were 
not supplied but it is hoped that this will be done 
during 1972. 



During the year three depots were closed, two 
because of the lack of interest on the part of mem- 
bers and librarians, and one because the members 
temporarily stationed at the locality, were trans- 
ferred elsewhere. Four new depots were established 
at Nooitgedacht, Vreysrust, Muldersdrift and Scan- 
dinaviabrug. 



Book exhibitions were held frequently.- During 
the year, 142 where held as compared with 39 during 
1970. Subjects were diverse, as for example: ‘‘What 
can I do, Moth f?”, ‘‘From Grandmother’s House", 
“Medical and Surgical achievements", "Do as you 
please in the kitchen”. 



The circulation of phonodiscs and art prints in- 
creased considerably. In 1970 19 art prints and 
266 phonodiscs circulated at two public libraries, 
but during 1971 95 art prints and 637 phonodiscs 
were circulated. The two librarians made great 
efforts to increase the circulation. 



Attention was also paid to the film service. 
During the year 24 film shows were held, 16 at the 
Westonaria Tublic Library and 8 at various library 
centres. Subjects were, among others: “The 

Woman”, “Travelling the world”, “Music”, ‘‘Nar- 
cotics” and “Careers”.

DIE LICHTENBURGSE STREEKBIBLIOTEEK 



Gedurende 1971 was daar geen vsrandering van 
bibliotekaresses in hierdie streek nie. Die pos van 
Klerklike Assistente in die Streekbiblioteek was 
egter drie keer vakant. 

Die nuwe biblioteekgebou van Lichtenburg se 
Stadsraad wat nog in aanbou is, sal gedurende 1972 
in gebruik geneem word. Die Dorpsraad van 
Delareyville beoog om gedurende 1972 ’n nuwe 
biblioteek te bou wat aan die biblioteekstandaarde 
sal voldoen. 

Dit was nodig om gedurende die jaar twee depots 
te sluit en een depot is gestig, naamlik Satelliet- 
Radar-stasie. Die Streekbiblioteek bedien dus tien 
openbare biblioteke en 28 depots. Ottoshoop en 
Groot Marico wat twee depots was, is hergradeer na 
openbare biblioteke. 

By die vier openbare biblioteke, naamlik Sannies- 
hof, Coligny, Ottosdal en Ventersdorp, wat altesaam 
234 kunsafdrukke en 335 plate besit, is 222 kuns- 
afdrukke en 240 plate deur lesers geleen. 

38 Boekuitstallings is deur die Streekspersoneel 
gehou. Die bibliotekaresse van Lichtenburgse 
Openbare Biblioteek, het baie rnoeite gedoen met 
uitstallings en het gemiddeld twee uitstallings per 
maand gehou. 

Die toneelleesvereniging van Lichtenburg w p.s 
weer ens baie aktief en het 12 toneelstukke gelees. 
Hierdie vereniging is in 1934 gestig en met uit- 
sondering van enkele jare gedurende die laaste 
wGreldoorlog was dit nog altyd aktief. 

Ten spyte van ’n boekwa wat baie probleme 
gegee het, is daar nogtans 213 besoeke aan biblioteke 
gebring, en is daar met die besoeke 24 617 boeke 
aan die verskillende biblioteke uitgereik. Voorraad- 
opnames is by die openbare biblioteke gedoen, en 8 
by depots. 

Van die 656 spesiale aanvrae wat van biblioteke 
ontvang is, is 598 voorsien. 

Daar is 5 filmaande by verskillende sentra gehou, 
wat bevredigend bygewoon is. Films van Apollo 8 
en 11 het veral aandag geniet. By al hierdie ver- 
tonings is boekuitstallings gehou om aandag op die 
boeke vir verdere ondersoek en navorsing te vestig. 

Volgens statistiek van 1971 was daar ’n styging 
van 4 511 in die sirkulasie van boeke, in vergelyking 
met 1970. Die ledetal van die depots en die biblio- 
teke het ook gestyg, maar veral verblydend is die 
f eit dat die lees van algemenekennis werke van 10% 
tot 13% gestyg het. 



LKGHTENBURG REGIONAL LIBRARY 



During 1971 there were no changes in the posts 
of librarian in this Region. The post of clerical 
assistant ia the Regional Library was filled three 
times. 



The new library building of the Lichtenburg 
Municipality which is under construction, will be 
in use in 1972. The Municipality of Delareyville 
intends erecting a new library in 1972. This 
library will conform to library standards. 



Two depots were closed and one was established 
at Satellite Radar Station. The Regional Library 
served 10 public libraries and 28 depots during 
1971. Ottoshoop and Groot Marico were raised in 
status to “public library”. 



Four public libraries, Sannieshof, Coligny, Ottos- 
dal and Ventersdorp possess 234 art prints and 335 
phonodiscs. 202 Art prints and 240 phonodiscs 
were issued to the public from these libraries. 



38 Book exhibitions were organized by the 
Regional Library personnel. The librarian of the 
Lichtenburg Public Library took a great interest in 
arranging book exhibitions and averaged two exhibi- 
tions per month. 



The play-reading society of Lichtenburg was very 
active and read 12 plays. This society was founded 
in 1934 and with the exception of a few years 
during the last World War has been continually 
active. 



Although the book-van was frequently out of 
order, 213 visits were paid to libraries to which 
24 617 books were issued. Stock-taking was con- 
ducted at three public libraries and eight depots. 



656 Special requests were received; 598 were 
supplied. 



Five film-shows were held at different centres. 
The attendance was satisfactory. Films of Apollo 8 
and 11 were popular. At all these shows book- 
exhibitions were held in an attempt to focus the 
attention on books for further study and research. 



Circulation of books increased by 4 511 in com- 
parison with the previous year. The membership 
of the depots and libraries also increased, but it is 
especialy gratifying to notice that the request for 
non-fiction increased from 10% to 13% during 
the year.

DIE LYDENBUEGSE STREEKBIBLIOTEEK 



LYDENBURG REGIONAL LIBRARY 



Gedurende 1971 was daar min personeel verwisse- 
lings. Die bibliotekaresse was vir drie maande in 
die buiteland. Gedurende hierdie tyd het mev. 
Weilbach waargeneem. Mev. C. S. Pienaar is later 
as Streekbiobliotekaresse aangestel. 

Op 22 Januarie 1971 is die Dullstroomse Openbare 
Biblioteek deur dr. S. H. Pellissier, Voorsitter van 
die Adviesraad, geopen. Dit was ’n hoogtepunt in 
die bestaan van die Streek. Die Lydenburgse Streek 
het nou 3 openbare biblioteke wat aan die standaard- 
vereistes voldoen. 

Vanaf 22 tot 26 Februarie het die Streekbiblioteek 
na die nuwe tydelike asbesgebou verskuif, bygestaan 
deur 'n Senior Bibliotekaris en personeel van die 
Sentrale Organisasie en Nelspruit streek. Werks- 
omstandighede is nou baie aangcnamer. 

Gedurende die jaar 1971 het die boekevoorraad 
vermeerder vanaf 112 851 na 125 329, dus is 12 478 
boeke ontvang. Vanaf Klerksdorpse, Ermelose, 
Middelburgse en Krugersdorpse Streek is Afrikaanse 
fiksie na hierdie streek verplaas. 

Nege voorraadopnames is gedoen by depots, asook 
by Waterval Bovense Openbare Biblioteek. 

Met die boekwa is 186 besoeke aan sentra gebring 
en 31 besoeke met die stasiewa. Tydens hierdie 
besoeke is 24 775 boeke aan die sentra uitgereik. 
Tans sirkuleer 69 476 boeke in die Lydenburgse 
Streek. Boeksirkulasie by die ses openbare biblio- 
teke is verhoog met 2 228 boeke. 

Gedurende 1971 is 47 uitstallings gehou by open- 
bare biblioteke in samewerking met die Streek- 
biblioteek. Sommige van die uitstallings se titels 
was soos volg: Reis met boeke; Handgemaakte en 
opgestopte speelgoed vir kinders; Ons Land Suid- 
Afrika; R.S.A. 10. 'n BreS veld is gedek deur die 
uitstallings. 

Die aantal kunsafdrukke is gedurende 1971 met 
45 vermeerder na 213. Die sirkulasie van kuns- 
afdrukke onderdie publiek was 217. 

Die fonoplate by openbare biblioteke is met 159 
vermeerder tot 213. Hierdie plate is 552 keer aan 
die publiek uitgereik. Hierdie diens is besig om in 
gewildheid toe te neem. 

16 Storie-uurtjies is gehou vir kleuters in die drie 
kwalifiserende openbare biblioteke: Dulls troom, 
Lydenburg en Waterval Boven. Dit dui daarop dat 
hierdie reklamediens in 1971 meer aandag geniet 
het. 

Drie depots is gestig, naamlik Maandagshoek, 
Burgersfort en Verkeerdepan. Twee depots het 
gesluit, naamlik Draaikraal en Buffelskloofdam. 
Klipskool is gesluit en weer gestig. Die depot op 
Buffelsvlei het van die poskantoor na Buffelsvlei- 
winkel verskuif. 

Gedurende die jaar is 764 spesiale aanvrae ont- 
vang, waarvan 640 voorsien is, wat beteken dat *n 
toename van 201 voorsien is. 



There were few changes in personnel during 
1971. The librarian went overseas for three months. 
Mrs. Weilbach took her place during her absence. 
Mrs. C. S. Pienaar was later appointed Regional 
Librarian. 

On the 22nd of January, Dr. S. H. Pellissier, 
Chairman of the Library Advisory Board, opened 
the new Dullstroom Public Library. Lydenburg 
Region has three public libraries which qualify 
for additional services. 

During the period 22nd— 26th February the 
Regional Library moved to a new temporary pre- 
fabricated building. A Senior Librarian and per- 
sonnel from the Central Organisation and Nelspruit 
Region assisted with the moving. 

During 1971 the book-stock increased from 112 851 
to 125 329. 12 478 books were received from the 

Central Organisation. A large supply of Afrikaans 
fiction was transfered to Lydenburg from the Klerks- 
dorp, Ermelo, Middelburg and Krugersdorp Regions. 

Nine stock-takings were conducted at depots, and 
at the Water a; Boven Public Library. 

186 Visits were paid to centres by means of the 
book-van; and 31 with the station-wagon. 24 775 
Books were issued to centres. There are now 69 476 
books circulating in the Lydenburg Region. The 
book circulation at six public libraries increased by 
2 228 during the year. 

During 1971, 47 exhibitions were held at public 
libraries in collaboration with the Regional Library. 
Some of the subjects were: Travel with Books; 
Handmade and stuffed toys for children; Our 
Country, South Africa; R.S.A. 10. 

During 1971 the stock of art prints was increased 
by 45 to 213. Circulation to the public was 217. 

The phonodiscs in the public libraries increased 
by 159 to 213. The circulation of phonodiscs to 
members of the public was 159. This service is 
becoming increasingly popular. 

There were 16 story-hours for younger children 
in three libraries, viz. Dullstroom, Lydenburg and 
Waterval Boven. It is evident that this feature is 
popular in the Region. 

Three depots were opened: Maandagshoek, Bur- 
gersfort and Verkeerdepan. Two depots were 
closed: Draaikraal and Buffelskloofdam. Klipskool 
was closed and later re-established. Buffelsvlei 
depot moved from the Post Office to the Buffelsvlei 
shop. 

During the year 764 special requests were re- 
ceived. 640 Were supplied; an increase of 201 over 
the previous year.

DmE MIDDELBURGSE STREEKBIBLIOTEEK 



Die Streek het aan die begin van die jaar *n 
niiwe streekbibliotekaresse gekry. Ook by drie 
openbare biblioteke en 12 depots is daar nuwe 
bibliotekaresses aangestel. 



MIDDELBURG REGIONAL LIBRARY 



A newly appointed Regional Librarian com- 
menced duties at the beginning of the year. New 
librarians were appointed at three public libraries 
and twelve depots. 
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Hendrina se Openbare Biblioteek is gedurende die 
jaar voltooi en met die bou van die biblioteek by 
Groblersdal is ’n begin gemaak. 

Die boekevoorraad van die Streek het van wee 
groot besendings nuwe boeke vermeerder van 175 559 
na 184 090. 

Voorraadopnames is onder andere gedoen by twee 
openbare biblioteke en 16 depots. Hiervan is ses 
reeds afgehandel en die ander behoort spoedig af* 
gehandel te wees. 

Aan openbare biblioteke is 42 besoeke gebring 
waartydens 6 573 boeke uitgereik en 4 762 terug 
ontvang is. By biblioteekdepots is 22271 boeke 
uitgereik en 20 204 terug ontvang t.vdens 182 
besoeke. 

Die ledetal toon *n afname wanneer dit vergelyk 
word met 1970. Dit kan toegeskryf word aan her- 
registrasie wat by 4 openbare biblioteke gedoen is 
gedurende die jaar, asook die feit dat minder depots 
hierdie jaar bedien is. Hoewel die ledetal aansien- 
lik verminder het, is die sirkulasie nie in dieselfde 
verhouding verminder nie, wat verblydend is. 

Uitstallings is gereeld deur twee openbare biblio- 
teke, naamlik Witbank en Middelburg gedoen en ook 
deur die groter biblioteekdepots. Die uitstallings 
was oor die algemeen van hoogstaande gehalte en 
het oor baie aktuele sake gehandel. 

TRUK se biblioteekprogram is slegs by Bronk- 
horstspruit goed ondersteun, alhoewel dit ’n baie 
goeie program was. 

Spesiale aanvrae het afgeneem gedurende die 
jaar, maar die wat ontvang is, is goed voorsien. 

Die depot „Lekkerlui” is gedurende die jaar 
gestig en dit bring die aantal sentra wat bedien is 
op 37 depots en 5 openbare biblioteke te staan. 

Die Witbankse Openbare Biblioteek is die enigste 
biblioteek in die Streek wat kunsafdrukke sirkuleer. 
Daar het 150 afdrukke gesirkuleer. Tydskrifte het 
ook goed gesirkuleer asook die fonoplate, waarvan 
sirkulasie 813 was. 

Daar is ook heelwat filmvertonings gerebl gedu- 
rende die jaar wat by verskillende biblioteekdepots 
vertoon is. Films is ook vir die Witbankse Open- 
bare Biblioteek verkry om in hulle kinderafdeling 
gedurende vakansies te vertoon. By die Ouetehuis 
in Witbank is ook films vertoon. 



Hendrina Public Library was completed during 
1971, and construction was started on the new 
library at Groblersdal. 



Due to the fact that large consignments of new 
books have been received, the book stock of the 
Regional Library has increased from 175 559 to 
184 090. 



Stock-taking took place at two public libraries and 
16 depots. Six of these have been finalised. 



6 543 Books were issued to, and 4 762 returned 
by public libraries during 42 visits. Books issued 
to and returned by depots during 182 visits were 
22 271 and 20 204 respectively. 



Membership decreased due to re-registration of 
members at four public libraries during the year, 
and also because fewer depots were served. Al- 
though membership decreased the circulation did 
not decrease in the same ratio but remained con- 
stant. 



Displays were organized by two public libraries, 
viz. Witbank and Middelburg and also at larger 
depots. The displays were of an exceptionally high 
standard. 



The PACT library program was well supported 
only at Bronkhorstspruit. Special requests de- 
creased during the year but of those that were 
received, the great majority was supplied. 

A new depot was opened at Lekkerlui, and this 
brought the total of depots in the region to 37. 
Five public libraries are served by the Regional 
Library. 

Art prints circulation at Witbank Public Library 
numbered 150 for the year and that of phonodiscs 
numbered 813. Magazines were also well cir- 
culated. 

Several film shows were organised during the 
year.

NELSPRUIT REGIONAL LIBRARY 



Gedurende 1971 was die personeelposisie by die 
Nelspruitse Streekbiblioteek redelik konstant. Met 
die oorplasing van ’n drywer/klerk vanaf die Ger- 
mistonse Streek na die Nelspruitse Streek was die 
personeel met ingang 1971 voltajlig. 



As gevolg van die min wisseling in personeel kon 
al die pligte uitgevoer en op datum gehou word. 
Gedurende 1971 is daar tussen 38 en 40 sentra 
bedien. Besonder baie aandag is aan voorraad- 
opnarnes geskenk. Daar is by 17 sentra opnames 
gedoen waarvan 12 afgehandel is. Verder is daar 
203 besoeke met die boekwa by die verskillende 
sentra afgete. Gedurende die jaar is 38 564 boeke 
uitgereik en 29 432 teruggeneem. Die toename 
in uitreikings kan gedeeltelik toegeskryf word aan 
die stigting van die Komatipoortse Openbare Biblio* 
teek en die inlywing van die Malelanese depot as 
’n openbare bibiioteek. Buiten Komatipoort is geen 
nuwe depots gedurende die jaar gestig nie terwyl 
twee gesluit is. 



Soos in die verlede was die Barbertonse Openbare 
Bibiioteek baie aktief wat boekuitstallings betref 
en 38 uitstallings is gedurende die jaar gehou. By 
die Nelspruitse Openbare Bibiioteek is 16 uitstal- 
lings gehou en by die Sabiese Openbare Bibiioteek 
twee. 



Die spesiale aanvrae is nie gedurende 1971 so 
goed voorsien soos gedurende 1970 nie. Van die 
1 215 aanvrae wat ontvang is, is 1 104 voorsien in 
vergelyking met 1 692 wat gedurende 1970 voor- 
sien is. 



Wat die kunsafdrukke betref, was die sirkulasie* 
syfer gedurende die jaar by die Barbertonse Open- 
bare Bibiioteek 287, by die Nelspruitse Openbare 
Bibiioteek 95, by die Sabiese Openbare Bibiioteek 
64 en by die Graskopse Openbare Bibiioteek 15. 



Die fonoplate is skynbaar meer gewild as die 
kunsafdrukke aangesien baie meer plate as kuns- 
afdrukke gesirkuleer het. By die Barbertonse 
Openbare Bibiioteek was die sirkulasiesyfer 1 402, 
by die Nelspruitse Openbare Bibiioteek 591, by die 
Sabiese Openbare Bibiioteek 138 en by die Graskopse 
Openbare Bibiioteek 47, 



Met die uitsondering van die Barbertonse Open- 
bare Bibiioteek waar 11 filmvertonings gedurende 
die jaar gehou is, is die filmdiens baie afgeskeep 
in Nelspruitstreek. By die Graskopse Openbare 
Bibjiotek is twee films vertoon. Die Nelspruitse 
Openbare Bibiioteek het geen filmvertonings aan- 
gebied nie. Wat die films betref behoort die 
belangstelling beslis in die nuwe jaar aangewakker 
te word. 



During 1971 the personnel at the Nelspruit 
Regional Library remained fairly constant. With 
the transfer of a driver /clerk from Germiston 
Region to Nelspruit Region the personnel at the 
beginning of 1971 was brought up to strength 



Because there were few changes in the personnel, 
duties were carried out and kept up to date. During 
1971 between 38 and 40 centres were served. Stock- 
taking took place at 17 centres; twelve were 
finalised. 203 Visits were paid to library centres, 
using the book-van. During the year 38 564 *;uoks 
were issued by the Regional Liorary and 29432 
returned to it. The increase may be ascribed to 
the establishing of the Komatipoort Public Library 
and the incorporation of the Malelane depot as a 
public library. Except for Komatipoort no new 
depots were established. Two depots were closed. 



Barberton Public Library was very active with 
book exhibitions; 38 exhibitions were held. Nel- 
spruit Public Library held 16 exhibitions and Sabie 
Public Library 2, 



Special requests were not as well supplied as in 
1970. 1 215 Requests were received and 1 104 

supplied, in comparison with 1 692 during 1970. 



The circulation of art prints during the year was 
287 at the Barberton Public Library, 95 at Nel- 
spruit Public Library, 64 at Sabie Public Library 
and 15 at Graskop Public Library. 



It seems that phonodiscs are more popular than 
art prints because more phonodiscs were circulated. 
At the Barberton Public Library the circulation was 
1 402; Nelspruit Public Library issued 591, Sabie 
Public Library 138 and Graskop Public Library 47. 



Eleven filmshows were held in the Barberton 
Public Library. The rest of the Region neglected 
this service, Graskop Public Library held 2 shows. 
The Nelspruit Public Library held no shows. 



Interest in this aspect of the service should be 
better encouraged during 1972.

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DIE NYLSTHOOMSE STKEEKBIBLIOTEEK 



NYLSTROOM REGIONAL LIBRARY 



Gedurende die afgelope jaar is daar meer aandag 
aan die jongere lesers gegee. Daar is onder andere 
spesiale boekuitstallings opgestel vir die juniors, 
spesiale kinderprogramme is gerebl in die biblioteke 
waar plate gedraai en stories aan die kleuters vertel 
is en ook ’n filmvertoning net vir hujle gehou is. 
’n Musiekprogram met ’n uitstalling is geregl vir die 
groter kinders en vir die jong volwassenes is ’n 
reeks filmvertonings gehou oor die misbruik van 
dwelmmiddels. Om die jaar af te sluit, is op 
Oujaarsaand ’n filmvertoning gehou in samewerking 
met die Christelike Jeugvereniging van Nylstroom. 



Met die boekuitreikings is ook spesiale aandag 
aan kinderboeke gegee. Die resultaat is dat die 
jeug se leespersentasie in die vier biblioteke wat 
bedien word met 3,3 persent toegeneem het. Na- 
middae sit die biblioteke ook vol kinders wat die 
naslaanwerke kom raadpleeg om hulle skooltake uit 
te werk. 



Altesaam 39 boekuitstallings is gedurende die 
jaar opgestel — die onderwerpe het gewissel van 
„Spookstories" tot „Kersgeskenke — maak dit self*, 
’n Besonderse uitstalling is gehou in die Streek- 
kantoor, tydens dij Streekskonferensie, toe artikels, 
gemaak volgens biblioteekboekvoorbeelde, uitgestal 
is. ’n Foto en artikel oor hierdie konferensie het 
in die „NoordTransvaler" verskyn, en ’n verslag 
is ook oor die Streeknuus gelees. 



’n Paar baie interessante musiekaande is gehou 
deur die Thabazimbise musiekkring wat onder 
andere die invloed van Psigideliesemusiek op die 
mens bespreek het. 



’n Leserskring is in Thabazimbi gestig tydens 
’n filmvertoning: „Oor Skrywers en Boeke’’. Verdere 
vertonings het ingesluit: „Dienste gelewer deur die 
Transvaalse en Kaapprovinsiese Biblioteekdienste", 
„Noorweb", „Dwelmmiddelmisbruike M en kleuter- 
prente. 



Die Streek het in- die begin van Januarie met 
die helfte van die personeel as nuwe aanstellings 
begin. Gedurende die jaar was daar een bedanking, 
die pos is egter dadelik gevul. 



Daar is 207 besoeke met die boekwa by die sentra 
afgelO, waartydens 23 442 boeke, 26 kunsafdrukke 
en 57 fonoplate uitgereik is. Die sirkulasie by 
Thabazimbi was 10 kunsafdrukke en 113 fonoplate. 



Van die 976 spesiale aanvrae wat ontvang is, is 
820 voorsien, waarvan 30 interbiblioteeklenings was. 

Tans word 4 openbare biblioteke en 32 depots 
bedien. 



During the past year junior readers have received 
more than the usual amount of attention. Amongst 
the activities arranged for them were special book 
exhibitions, special children’s programmes were 
arranged in the library, at which phonodiscs were 
played and stories told to the youngest children. 
There was also a film show for children. A pro- 
gramme of music with an accompaning exhibition 
was held for the older children and young adults 
saw a series of films on the abuse of drugs. The 
Nylstroom Christelike Jeugvereniging cooperated 
with a film show, held on Old Year's Night. 



Particular attention was also given to the issue 
of children’s books, resulting in a rise of 3,3 per 
cent in the percentage of children’s books being 
read at the four libraries. In the afternoons the 
libraries are full of children who have come in to 
make use of reference works which they need for 
completing assignments set by their schools. 



During the year thirty-nine book exhibitions were 
held — the subjects varied from “Ghost stories’’ to 
“Christmas presents — make them yourself’’. During 
the Regional Conference an impressive exhibition 
was held in the Regional Offices. It consisted of 
articles patterned from illustrations found in library 
books. A photograph of and an article on this 
exhibition appeared in the “Noord-Transvaler". A 
report was also read over the regional news. 



Interesting musical evenings were held by the 
Thabazimbi music circle which, amongst other 
things, discussed the influence of psychedelic music. 



During a film show, “On writers and books", a 
reading circle was established. Subsequent shows 
included: “Services rendered by the Transvaal and 
Cape Provincial Library Services", “Norway", “Drug 
abuse" and films for toddlers. 



Early in January half the staff of the Region were 
new appointees. During the year there was one 
resignation, but this post was imediately filled. 



The book-van made 207 visits to centres, during 
which 23442 books, 27 art prints and 57 phonodiscs 
were issued. The circulation at Thabazimbi was 
10 art prints and 113 phonodiscs. 



Of the 976 special requests received, 820 could 
be supplied, of which 30 were inter-library loans. 



The Regional Library serves four public libraries 
and 32 depots.

Dit was ’n groot eer vir die Pietersburgse Open* 
bare Biblioteek dat Sy Edele S. G. J. van Niekerk, 
Administrateur van Transvaal, die amptelike ope- 
ning van die ouditorium waargeneem het. 



Vanaf Augustus is in die spoggerige kompleks 
reeds tien filmvertonings aangebied en eenen* 
vyftig koer deur klubs en verenigings benut. 
Storie-uurtjies vind ook baie aftrek. 



Die Pietersburgse Openbare Biblioteek beskik tans 
oor *n boekevoorraad van 28 539 en *n sirkulasie 
van 160 833. Die ledetal het van 5 433 tot 6 398 
toegeneom. 



Van die vyf openbare biblioteke wat deur die 
Streekbiblioteek bedien word, kwalifiseer twee vir 
addisionele dienste, naamlik Petersburg en Pot- 
gietersrus. 



By bogenoemde biblioteke hot 245 kunsafdrukke 
en 1 266 fonoplate by Jede gesirkuleer wat die 
belangstelling vir adisionele dienste beklemtoon. 

Vyf-en*vyftig boekuitstallings is gehou. Een-en* 
vyftig daarvan was by openbare biblioteke en vier 
by depots, oor onderwerpe soos: Metrisering; Bio* 
grafieS; Sport; Weerkunde; Duitsland en Oosten- 
ryk; Maanlandings, ens. 

Aan openbare biblioteke is vier-en-vyftig en aan 
depots 205 besoeke met die boekwa gebring waar- 
tydens 21 942 boeke uitgereik en 16 643 terug ont* 
vang is. 

Besondere aandag is ook aan die afhandeling van 
voorraadopnames geskenk sodat sewe en-twintig van 
die twee-endertig opnames reed r ; finaal afgehandel 
is. 

Gedurende November is ’n TRUK-biblioteek- 
program by verskeie sentra in die Streek aangebied 
wat swak opkoms geniet het aangesien ander funk* 
sies daarmee gebots het.

1 367 Spesiale aanvrae is ontvang, waarvan 1 259 
voorsien is.

PETERSBURG REGIONAL LIBRARY 



The Pietersburg Public Library was gTeatly 
honoured by the presence of the Administrator of 
the Transvaal, the Honorary S. G. J. van Niekerk, 
who officially opened the Auditorium. 



Since August ten films have already been shown 
in this attractive complex and it has been used by 
clubs and societies on fifty*one occasions. Story- 
hours are also very popular. 



Pietersburg Public Library has a bookstock of 
28 539 and a circulation of 160833. Membership 
has increased from 5 433 to 6 398. 



Two of the five public libraries in this region 
qualify for additional services: Pietersburg and 
Potgietersrus. 



At these two libraries 245 art prints and 1266 
phonodiscs are in circulation, which fact indicates 
the interest shown by the public in these additional 
services. 



Fifty-five book exhibitions were held: Fifty-one 
at public libraries and four at depots, covering 
subjects such as: Metrication; Sport, Meteorology; 
Germany and Austria; Moonlandings, etc. 



Visits to public libraries by the book-van were 
fifty -four and to depots 205. During these visits 
21 942 books were issued and 16643 returned. 



Particular attention has been paid to stock- 
taking. Of thirty-two carried out, twenty-seven 
have been finalised. 



During November a PACT Library Programme 
was held at several library centres of this region. 
Attendance was poor. This has been ascribed to 
the clashing with other organized functions during 
the tour. 



One depot was closed during the year, one 
established and three moved. 



1367 Special requests were received, of which 
1 259 were supplied. 



Except for a change in the post of one woman 
assistant, the personnel position was stable.

DIE PRETORIASE STREEKBIBLIOTEEK 



Die Streekbiblioteek bedien ses openbare biblio- 
teke en 39 biblioteekdcpots nadat vier depots gesluit 
is en 15 depots deur die munisipaliteit van Pretoria 
oorgeneem is. Die biblioteekdepot op Premiermyn 
het verskuif na ’n goed toegeruste vertrek. 

Van die ses openbare biblioteke wat deur die 
Streekbiblioteek bedien word, kwalifiseer vier 
biblioteke vir addisionele dienste. By hierdie 
biblioteke is 959 kunsafdrukke en 5 697 fonoplate 
aan lede uitgereik. 

A1 die openbare biblioteke was baie bedrywig 
met uitbreidingsdienste. Daar is 127 boekuitstal- 
lings, 106 filmvertonings en 114 storie-uurtjies 
waargeneem. 

Die Verwoerdburgse Openbare Biblioteek het 
gedurende die jaar baie interessante en goed 
georganiseerde kursusse aangebied oor die volgende 
onderwerpe: Sweiswerk vir mans; Kursus in ont- 
haal; Macramg; Messelwerk vir mans; Blommerang- 
sldkking; *n Kursus vir ldnders oor sjarme en 
sintetiese juwele; Fotografie; Modelbou; Sade- 
mosalk. 

Modderfontein en Verwoerdburg spog elkeen met 
*n boekbesprekingsgroep terwyl die personeel van 
die Randburgse Openbare Biblioteek gereeld idees 
wissel deur boeke te bespreek. 

Die Kempton Parkse Openbare Biblioteek het *n 
baie mooi voorgeeld gestel deur 76 filmvertonings 
te hou. 

Die sirkulasie by Sandton se Openbare Biblioteek 
toon ’n baie groot styging wat toegeskryf word 
aan die feit dat Rivonia, Bryanston en Sandton se 
sirkulasie saamgevoeg word. 

Van die 2 479 spesiale aanvrae wat ontvang is, 
is 1 865 voorsien. 

Die totale boeksirkulasie van die streek was 
1 474 321 teenoor die 1240 498 van 1970, ’n ver* 
meerdering van 233 823. 

Hierdie diens word ook goed gebruik deur die 
bemanning van die weerkundige stasies by Ant* 
artika, Marioneiland en Gougheiland. 



PRETORIA REGIONAL LIBRARY 



The Regional Library serves six public libraries 
and 39 library depots. Four were closed and 15 
taken over by the Municipality of Pretoria. The 
depot at Premier Mine moved to well furnished 
quarters. 



Four of the six public libraries served by the 
Region qualify for additional services. These 
libraries issued 959 art prints and 5 697 phono- 
discs to members. 



All of the public libraries were busy with exten- 
sion services. 127 Book exhibitions, 106 film shows 
and 114 story-hours were presented. 



During 1971 the Verwoerdburg Public Libarry 
presented interesting and well organized courses, 
for example: Welding for men; How to entertain; 
MacramG; Bricklaying; Flower arrangement; Charm 
and synthetic jewels (for children); Photography; 
Modelling; Seed Mosaic. 



At both Modderfontein and Verwoerdburg there 
are book-discussion groups. The personnel of the 
Randburg Public Library regularly exchange ideas 
by holding book-discussions. The Kempton Park 
Public Library conducted 76 film shows. 



At the Sandton Public Library the circulation of 
books increased remarkably mainly due to the 
incorporation of the circulation figures for Rivonia, 
Bryanston and Sandton. 



2479 Special requests were received and 1865 
supplied. 



The total circulation of books in this Region was 
1474321. In 1970 it was 1240 498, showing an 
increase of 233 823 for the year. 



This Region also serves the men stationed on 
Marion Island, Gough Island and in Antartica.

RUSTENBURG REGIONAL LIBRARY 



Die Streekbiblioteek is gedurende Mei vanaf die 
ou Residensiekoshuis, na ’n nuwe voorafvervaar- 
digde gebou verskuif. Die Openbare Biblioteek van 
Rustenburg het die nuwe takbiblioteekgebou wat 
in Rustenburg-Noord gelee is, aan die begin van 
Desember in gebruik geneem. 



Gedurende Maart is ’n nuwe drywer/klerk vir 
die Streek aangestel. Mev. Coetzer het gedurende 
Januarie as Bibliotekaresse van die Rustenburpe 
Openbare Biblioteek bedank en die pos was vir 
die res van die jaar vakant. 



Gedurende die jaar is 209 besoeke met die boekwa 
aan sentrums gebring, waartydens 30 911 boeke 
uitgereik is. Drie depots is gestig, twee is gesluit 
en een is oorgedra aan Pretori astreek. Die totale 
boeksirkulasie van die 45 biblioteeksentrums was 
358 193. *n Totar\l van 37 voorraadopnames is 
gedoen. Van die 1040 spesiale aanvrae wat ont- 
vang is, is 855 voorsien. 



Daar is 'n totaal van 52 uitstallings gedurende 
die jaar in die Streek gehou. Daar was onder andere 
uitstallings oor die volgende onderwerpe: Die Rio* 
vaart; S,A. Digters en Skrywers; Die gesin voor die 
Platespeler en Boekrak; Die Bantoe van Suid- 
Afrika; , Bonsai”; „The Bosnian Explosion"; ,,For 
the old and short-sighted”; Kunsw/t; Insekte; 
Dierelewe; Die w£reld van voels; Fotografie; „This 
is South Africa” en *n uitstalilng ten opsigte van 
die TRUK-biblioteekprogram, ens, 



Die sirkulasie van kunsafdrukke (by 3 van die 4 
openbare biblioteke) was 230. Die sirkulasie ten 
opsigte van fonoplate, by die openbare biblioteke 
vain Brits en Koster, was 151. 



Gedurende die tweede helfte van die jaar is 
daar ses filmaande, met bypassende boekuitstallings, 
gehou. Ses storieuurtjies is aangebied. 



Die filmaande in die openbare biblioteke van 
Koster en Brits is gekombineer met plate-aande. 

Daar word tans 4 openbare biblioteke en 41 
depots bedien. 



During May the Regional Library was removed 
from the old Residensie Hostel to a new pre* 
fabricated building. The public library of Rusten- 
burg obtained the use of a new library building 
in Rustenburg North during December. 



In March a new driver/clerk was appointed for 
the Region. Mrs. Coetzer resigned in January as 
librarian of the Rustenburg Public Library and 
the post was vacant for the rest of the year. 



During the year 209 visits were paid to centres 
by means of the book-van. 30 911 Books were 
issued. Three depots were established, two were 
closed and one was transferred to the Pretoria 
Region. 



The total book circulation of the 45 library centres 
was 35 193. Stock-taking was carried out at 37 
points. There were 1 040 special requests, of which 
855 were supplied. 



45 Exhibitions were held. The themes were: The 
Rio Race, South African Poets and Writers, The 
family at the record-player and the bookshelf. The 
Bantu of South Africa, Bonzai, The Bosman Explo- 
sion, For the old and short-sighted, Handicrafts, 
Insects, Animal Life, The Birds of the World, Photo- 
graphy, This is South Africa and an exhibition of 
the PACT-library programme. 



At three of the four public libraries the circula- 
tion of art prints amounted to 230. At the public 
libraries of Koster and Brits 151 phonodiscs were 
issued. 



During the second half of the year six film-shows, 
with book exhibitions, were held. Six story-hours 
were presented. 



The film-shows in Brits and Koster were com- 
bined with phonodisc playing, 



Four public libraries and 41 depots are served by 
the Regional Library.

Gedurende November het die streekkantoor vanaf 
die Ou Engels-mediumskool verskuif na die pas- 
voltooide streekbiblioteekgebou op dieselfde terrein. 
In so *n spoggebou behoort die streek se werksaam* 
hede beslis baie te verbeter. 



Die standaardbiblioteekgebou wat op Trichardt 
opgerig word, staan reeds dakhoogte. Op die oom- 
blik is Evander die enigste dorp in die streek wat 
oor *n standaardbiblioteek beskik. Die aanvullings- 
dienste wat hier gelewer word, word dan ook ten 
voile benut. Deur die jaar is daar 42 filmvertonings 
gehou en nie minder nie as 79 storie-uurtjies. 
Hulle kan ook met 20 baie mooi uitstallings spog, 
waarvan een met behulp van boeke van die Sen- 
trale Organisasie, met „Hongersnood” as tema. 



During November the Regional Library moved 
from the Old English Medium School to a new 
building. The activities of the region should cer- 
tainly improve in such a grand building. 



A standard library is being erected at Trichardt. 
Only Evander has a library which conforms with 
library standards. Extensive use is being made of 
the additional services at the library. 



During the past year 42 film shows were 
organized, and as many as 79 story-hours were 
held. “Famine” was the theme of one of the 20 
interesting exhibitions at this library. It was 
necessary to obtain books from Central Organisa- 
tion only for the last-mentioned exhibition. 











Van die ander biblioteke hou ook nou en dan 
kleiner boekuitstalilngs. Tydens die groot sirkel- 
konferensie van die Vroue Landbouunie wat op 
Standerton gehou is, het die streek ook ’n baie 
mooi uitstalling gehou oor verskillende onderwerpe. 



Die streek bedien 14 openbarc biblioteke en 13 
depots. Een van die depots wat beslis baie goeie 
gebruik van die diens maak, is Wit Nigel.

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The other libraries occasionally arrange smaller 
book exhibitions and posters are being circulated 
by the Regional Library. During the Conference 
of the Women’s Agricultural Union at Standerton 
an extensive exhibition was arranged. 



Fourteen public libraries and thirteen depots are 
served by the Regional Library. One of the depots 
certainly makes good use of the service. This 
depot is Wit Nigel where the 22 readers each read 
an average of 6,4 books a month. One month it 
even amounted to 9,4. 18% of these books were 

nonfiction. 



However, it will not be easy to compete with 
Sedaven when it comes to reading nonfiction. 
During the year, 61% of the books that were read 
by the 131 members of the library-depot, were 
non-fiction. Sedaven is a private school and 120 
of the members are children. 

At Devon, 17% of the books read by the members 
of this village were non-fiction. Evander comes 
close tc this with 14%. The average for all the 
libraries was: 



Afrikaans: 60,7% 
English: 30,5% 
Non-fiction: 8,8% 

and for the depots: 
Afrikaans: 50% 
English: 40% 
Non-fiction: 10%

Kunsafdrukke en fonoplate kry ook goeie aftrek 
in die streek. Die similasie vir kunsafdrukke was 
vanjaar 190, teenoor 118 van 1970. Die fonoplate se 
sirkulasie was konstant — 665 teenoor 666 van 1970. 



Ten spyte daarvan dat twee depots gedurende die 
jaar gesluit moes word, het die ledetal met byna 
2 000 gestyg. In die Standertonse Streek is daar 
nou 19 054 lesers wat van die Biblioteekdiens ge- 
bruik maak. 



Good use is made of the art prints and phono- 
discs in this Region. The circulation for art prints 
this year was 190, while during 1970 only 118 were 
circulated. The circulation for phonodiscs was 
unaltered — 665 issued this year and 666 during 
1970. 

Although two depots were closed during the year, 
the membership increased by nearly 2 000. The 
Standerton Region has 19 054 members — and they 
all enjoy the service being given by the Library 
Service.

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DIE TZANEENSE STREEKBIBLIOTEEK 

Die jaar het op 'n ongelukkige noot begin. Die 
drywer/klerk het in Januarie emstig siek geword 
en kon eers sy dienste in Maart hervat Daarna 
het die boekwa defek geraak en reisplanne moes 
maar uitgevoer word met *n stasiewa volgelaai met 
kartonne boeke. Normale besoeke aan sentra kon 
dus eers in Meimaand ’n aanvang neem. 

Daar kon darem nog 52 besoeke aan openbare 
biblioteke en 123 aan depots gebring word. 

Uit die Streekbiblioteek se voorraad van 119 190 
is daar 54 959 op bruikleen by openbare biblioteke 
en 17 845 by depots. Die sirkulasie by openbare 
biblioteke was 208 760 en by depots 54 566. 

Van 1 089 spesiale aanvrae wat die streek ontvang 
het, is 931 voorsien en 158 word dus oorgedra na 
die volgende jaar. 

Reklame is hoofsaaklik gedoen deur middel van 
filmvertonings en boekuitstallings wat met een of 
ander gebeurtenis saamgeval het. 

So het Louis Trichardt in medewerking met die 
Streekbiblioteek ’n baie geslaagde uitstalling gehad 
ten tye van die jaariikse konferensie van die Vroue 
Landbou-unie. Dit het gehandel oor allerlei sake 
van belang vir die hedendaagse huisvrou. 

By depots is uitstallings hoofsaaklik gekombineer 
met filmvertonings wat oor dieselfde onderwerpe, 
soos Natuurlewe, Antieke-geskiedenis, Aardryks- 
kunde, Musiek, Letterkunde, ens., handel. Hierdie 
metode was nogal besonder geslaagd en die belang- 
stelling by seifs ’n klein depot soos Waterpoort was 
verrassend. 

Drie depots moes gedurende die jaar gesluit word 
as gevolg van swak administrasie of gebrek aan 
belangstelling. Een nuwe depot by Blyderivier- 
poortdam kon darem weer gestig word. 

Die huisvesting by openbare biblioteke is nog 
onveranderd. 

Die oprigting van Tzaneen se munisipale kantore 
is in voile swang. Dit si uit ook ’n nuwe openbare 
biblioteekgebou in, wat ongelukkig nie aan die 
standaardvereistes sal voldoen nie. 

Die planne vir ’n standaardbibiloteek te Duiwels- 
kloof is deur die Direkteur goedgekeur en die 
bouery sal hopelik vroeg in die nuwe jaar # n aan- 
vang neem. ; ’ 

Kampersrus depot kon ook uiteindelik na ’n 
jarelange geworstel 'n nuwe lokaal betrek. 

Goedkeuring is verleen vir die opknapping van 
die lokaal op Bandolierkop. 

Die Streekkantoor is nog steeds in die Sanlam- 
gebou, Tzaneen, gehuisves. Planne vir *n eie gebou 
is egter al goedgekeur en hopelik sal dit gedurende 
1972 opgerig word. 

Daar word tans ses openbare biblioteke en 34 
depots bedien. 



TZANEEN REGIONAL LIBRARY 

The year started off badly, but ended satisfac- 
torily. The driver/clerk took seriously ill during 
January, and only recommenced duty in March. 
The book-van broke down and routine visits to 
libraries and depots had to be undertaken by means 
of the station-wagon, with the books packed in 
cardboard containers. Normal routine visits only 
commenced in May. A total of 52 visits to libraries, 
and 123 visits to depots was carried out during the 
year. 



Out of the Regional Library’s total stock of 
119190 books, 54959 books are on loan to public 
libraries, and 17845 at depots. Circulation at 
public libraries was 208 760 and 54 566 at depots. 
Out of 1 089 special requests, 931 were supplied, 
and 158 carried forward to the following year. 



Advertising was mainly done by film shows and 
book displays, which coincided with various public 
gatherings. There was a successful book display 
during the annual meeting of the Women’s Agri- 
cultural Union held at Louis Trichardt. This dis- 
play was mainly of interest to the present-day 
housewife. 



At depots, film-shows were combined with book 
displays, which dealt with the same subjects: Wild- 
life, History, Geography, Music and Lietrature. This 
method seems to be successful. The amount of 
interest awakened by this method at a well- 
attended gathering of people at Waterpoort, was 
pleasantly surprising. 



Three depots had to be closed during the year 
on account of poor administration. One new depot 
was established at Blydepoort Dam. The accommo- 
dation at public libraries remains unaltered. 



The erection of the municipal buildings at 
Tzaneen is progressing. These buildings will in- 
clude a new library which, regrettably, will not 
comply with standard specifications. 



Plans and specifications for a standard library 
at Duiwelskloof have been approved by the Direc- 
tor, and building operations will probably commence 
early in the new year. 



After a long struggle, Kampersrus depot will 
eventually be accommdoated in a new building. 
Approval has also been obtained for the renovation 
of the library-hall at Bandolierkop. 



The Regional Library at Tzaneen is still accommo- 
dated in the SANLAM building. Plans for a new 
library building have been approved and it is to be 
hoped that building operations will commence 
during the new year.

1. ALGEMEEN 


1. GENERAL 


Die organisasie van die diens bly dieselfde as in 
die verlede. Vyf Streekbiblioteke, naamlik Noord- 
Sotho, Suid-Sotho, Venda, Tsonga en Tswana werk 
onder die toesig van die Streekbibliotekarisse van 
die Blankediens. 


The organization of the service remains the same 
as in the past. Five regional libraries, viz. Northern 
Sotho, Southern Sotho, Venda, Tsonga, and Tswana 
work under the supervision of the regional libra- 
rians of the European Service. 


Soos in Afdeling A genoem, is die diens aan 
Bantoes gedurende die jaar nie uitgebrei nie aan* 
gesien die goedkeuring van die aanbevelings van 
die Interdepartementele Komitee insake biblioteek* 
dienste vir nieblankes nog by die Sentrale Regering 
onder oorweging was. 


As mentioned in Section A, no expansion of the 
service to the Bantu took place during the year, 
pending the approval of the recommendations of 
the Inter-Departmental Committee on library ser- 
vices to non-whites, by the Central Government.

The service possesses the services of one Bantu 
library assistant and one messenger. 


Die ledetal het verminder van 43487 (1970) tot

2. THE REGIONS 


(a) Noord-Sothostreek 


(a) Northern Sotho Region 


Hierdie streek word saam met die Venda- en 
Tsongastreek versorg deur die Bantoe Biblioteek- 
assistent onder toesig van die Streekbibilotekaris 
van Pietersburg. 


This region, together with the Venda and Tsonga 
Regions, is administered by a Bantu library assist- 
ant under the supervision of the White regional 
librarian at Pietersburg. 


Geen verdere uitbreiding het oor die jaar plaas- 
gevind nie en 5 openbare biblioteke en 13 depots 
word bedien. 


No development has taken place in this region 
during the year. 5 Public libraries and 13 library 
depots are still being served. 


Gedurende die jaar is *n volledi^e voorraad* 
opnamo^ by alle sentrums gedoen en tans is die 
opname in die proses van afhandeling. 


Of the 14 special requests received, 10 were 
supplied.

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(b) Suid-Sothostreek 

Die administratiewe werk en besoeke aan sentra 
in hierdie streek is hierdie jaar behartig deur die 
Blanke personeel van die Pretoriastreek, omdat die 
vakante pos van Kleurling-biblioteekassistent nie 
gepas gevul konword nie. 

Van die 6 openbare biblioteke en 3 depots wat 
bedien is, was 1 depot tydelik gesluit, naamlik Ham- 
manskraal, terwyl die biblioteek te Ga Rankuwa 
weer geopen kon word. 

Daar kon 16 besoeke aan die biblioteeksentra 
gebring word en daar is 2 362 boeke tot hulle boeke- 
voorraad toegevoeg. Die boekevoorraad van die 
streek was 50311 teen die einde van die jaar. Dit 
is verblydend om te kan meld dat die sirkulasie 
van boeke gedurende die jaar met 7 126 boeke ver- 
meerder het, terwyl daar ’n toename van 2 381 lede 
was. Dit toon dat die diens in hierdie streek voor- 
uitgaan. 



(c) Tsongastreek 

Hierdie streek word behartig deur ’n Bantoe- 
biblioteekassistent onder die toesig van die Blanke 
Streekbibliotekaris op Pietersburg. 

As gevolg van 'n skenking deur mnr. F. M. Ma- 
boko is die F. M. Maboko biblioteekgebou op Giyani 
opgerig en gedurende Julie 1971 feestelik in ge- 
bruik geneem. 

Dric openbare biblioteke is gedurende die jaar 
gesluit, naamlik Modjadji, Muhlaba en Ndhlofu, 
sodat tans 5 openbare biblioteke en 11 biblioteek- 
depots bedien word. 

Voorraad opnames is gedurende die jaar by alle 
dienspunte, behalwe Maripi, gedoen en is in die 
proses van afhandeling. 

Nieteenstaande daar *n geringe daling in die 
ledetal was, was daar ’n verbetering in die boek- 
sirkulasie vanaf 73 374 vir 1970 tot 75 325 vir 1971. 



(d) Tswanastreek 

Soos in die verlede word die diens deur die 
Blanke personeel van die Lichtenburgstreek behar- 
tig. Die 17 biblioteeksentra in die streek, naamlik 
15 openbare biblioteke en 2 biblioteekdepots het 
47 besoeke met die boekwa ontvan gen 1 503 boeke 
is tot hulle boekevoorraad toegevoeg. 

In Februarie is die Boikutsu-biblioteek in Lichten- 
burg se Bantoe woonbuurt gestig. Hierdie biblio- 
teek het reeds *n ledetal van 473 en gedurende die 
jaar is 4 444 boeke gelees. Omdat geen verant- 
woordelike persoon gevind kan word nie, is die 
biblioteek van Dinokana gesluit. 



(b) Southern Sotho Region 

The administration and visiting of centres in the 
region were undertaken by the White personnel 
of the Pretoria Region, because the vacant post of 
coloured library assistant could not be suitably 
filled. 



Of the 6 public libraries and 3 depots in this 
region, one depot at Hammanskraal was temporarily 
closed. The library at Ga Rankuwa was re-opened. 



The centres were visited 16 times and during the 
visits 2 362 books were issued to centres. The 
bookstock of the region was 50 311 books at the 
end of the year. 



It is gratifying to be able to report that there 
was an increase in book circulation and membership 
of 7 126 and 2381 rspectively. This shows that the 
service is progressing in this Region. 



(c) Tsonga Region 

This region was administered by a Bantu library 
assistant under the supervision of the White regional 
librarian al Pietersburg. 



During July, 1971 the F. M. Maboko library was 
opened at Giyani. Funds for the erection of a 
library building were donated by Mr. F. M. Maboko. 



Three public libraries were closed, namely Modja- 
dji, Mushlaba and Ndhlofu. This brought the total 
number of centres in the region to 16. Five are 
public libraries and 11 are library depots. 



Stocktaking was done at all centres excepting 
Maripi; steps are being taken to finalise them. 



Although there was a small decrease in the total 
membership the book circulation increased from 
73 374 in 1970 to 75 325 in 1971. 



(d) Tswana Region 

As in the past this service was administered by 
the White personnel of the Lichtenburg regional 
library. The 17 library centres (15 public libraries 
and 2 library depots), in this region received 47 
book-van visits. 1 503 Books were issued to centres. 



In February the Boikutsu library was opened in 
the Lichtenburg town area. Membership of this 
library is 473. 4 444 Books were read during the 
year. Because no person could be found to take 
responsibility of the library at Dinokana it had to 
be closed. 
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Voorraadopnames is gedurende Oktober by 11 
biblioteeksentra gedoen. 

Van die 30937 boeke in die voorraad van die 
Streek, is 22 984 boeke uitgereik aan die 17 biblio- 
teeksentra. Boeksirkulasie toon ’n vermeerdering 
van 13 804 boeke teenoor di6 van 1970, terwyl die 
ledetal geweldig gedaal het, naamlik met 5 686. 
Hierdie daling is toe te skrywe aan ’n herregistra- 
sie van lede by alle sentra teen die einde van die 
jaar. Sedertdien was daar egter 'n gestadigde toe- 
name in ledetal. 



(e) Vendastmk 

Omdat geen verdere uitbreiding gedurende die 
jaar kon plaasvind nie, word 1 openbare biblioteek 
en 13 depots bedien. 

Van die 33 spesiale aanvrae wat ontvang is, kon 
15 uit eie voorraad voorsien word. 

Gedurende die jaar is voorraadopnames by alle 
sentrums geneem en dit is nou in die proses van 
afhandeling. 

Alle sentrums is driekeer gedurende die jaar 
besoek en 1 533 boeke is uitgereik. 

Nieteenstaande die feit dat daar ’n geringe toe- 
name was in die ledetal, was daar ’n aansienlike 
daling in die sirkulasie van boeke. Dit kan daaraan 
toegeskryf word dat sommige depots lank gesluit 
was voordat 'n geskikte bibliotekaris aangestel kon 
word. 



Stocktaking was carried out at 11 library 
centres. 

The region has a total bookstock of 30 937 books 
of which 22 984 books have been issued to 17 library 
centres. There was an increase of 13 804 in the 
book circulation compared with the figure for 1970. 
Membership decreased by 5 686. This can be attri- 
buted to the fact that reregistration of members 
was undertaken at all library centres in the region. 
Since reregistration the membership has increased. 



(e) Venda Region 

There was no extension of the service in this 
region during the year. One public library and 13 
depots are served. 

Of the 33 special requests received 15 were 
supplied out of the bookstock of the region. 

During the year stocktakings were carried out at 
all library centres and steps are being taken to 
finalise them. 

All the centres were visited 3 times during the 
year and 1 533 books were issued to them. Although 
the total membership shows a small increase there 
was a notable decrease in the circulation of books. 

Some of the library centres did not function 
during the whole year because suitable librarians 
could not be found.
